Claim That Both the McKinley and 
Roosevelt Administrations Made 
a Good Record in Their Ef- 
forts To Execute the 
Anfi-Trust Law.

Washington, August %-—The repub- 
lican text book for the campaign of 1992 
has been issued by the republican con- 
gressional committee. The book, whit 
fs in pamphlet form and contains 380 
pages, makes liberal quotations from the 
speeches of both McKinley and Roose- 
‘velt and also extracts from their mes- 
gages to congress in support of repub- 
lican doctrine. The book reviews the 
record of the republican party from its 
beginning to the present time. 

Under the heading, ‘Protection and 
Prosperity,”’ eighty-one pages are de- 
voted to advocacy of protection. 

Twenty pages are devoted to the trusts, 
and in opening the discussion the book 
thus describes the attitude of the two 
parties: ‘ 

The Trust Question. 

“The attitude of the two great parties 
on the trust question is clearly defined. 
That of the democratic party looks to 
constant agitation, with no restrictive 
legislation; that of the republican party 
to euch sestriction as will prevent arb’ 
trary advagce in prices or reduction in 
wages through exclusive control, but not 
the destruction by legislation or injury 
by fictitious agitation of legitimate en- 
terprises, through great manufacturing 
systems by which production is cheap- 
pened, prices of manufactures reduced 
and permanency of employment as

‘publican party on the trust question, 
gnention of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
McKinley’s recommendation, proposed 
legislation by the republicans and a quo- 
tation from President Roosevelt’s mes-

is described as “conservative and fear- 
less." The assertion is made that the 
share of the trusts in business is com- 
paratively small. The book says: 

‘The trusts have not occupied as great 
a place in the manufacturing industries 
as they have in public discussion.”

‘The republican administrations cf 
pfesiient McKinley and President Roose- 
yelt have made a good record In their 
efforts to execute the anti-trust law. 

There has been no shirking of duty be- 
cause of the powerful influence behind 
the trusts. There has been no hesitation 
for fear the law would not prove ef- 
fective. These two republican presidents 
have recognized no man or corporation 
es above the law.”’ 

The assertion is also made that ‘‘free 
trade England is the home of trusts.”’ 

Policy of Philippines. 

Ninety-five pages of the publication are 
devoted to the Philippine and the repub- 
Mean insular policy, which includes the 
early stages of the acquisition, the con- 
duct of the army, declarations from 
prominent people that the Filipinos ars 
not ready for independence, and a large 
portion of Admira] Dewey's testimony 
before the senate Philippine committee, 
In which he gave his opinion of Agui- 
naldo. President Roosevelt's Decoration 
day address, so far as it refers to the 
conduct of soldiers ip the Philippines, is 
quoted entire. There also is some dis- 
cussion of trade with tle insular pos- 
sessions. 

More than twenty pages are given to 
the discussion of the gold standard and 
an outline of the republican party on 
financial questions.

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MAY YOHE IS IN PARIS, 
BUT STRONG IS NOT 


She Is Sadly Disappointed, but Will Not Admit It. 
Her Doctor Advises Week’s Rest To 
Quiet Her Nerves.

ARIS, August 3.—May Yohe reiched 
P Paris this morning, but up to to- 

night she had not seen Putnam 
Bradlee Strong or learned where’ he is. 
Miss Yohe reached the railroad station 
here at 6 o’clock this morning. She suf- 
fered greatly, am was unable to walk or 
“stand, as a result of having sprained her 
knee on the eve of her departure from 
London yesterday. Miss Yohe’s nerves 
were completely unstrung. She had to 
be carried to a carriage at the station 
and to her room upon her arrival at the 
hotel] where she is stopping. The doctor 
who was summoned prescribed complete 
repose, and would not allow her to see 
any one during fhe day. He said rest for 
at least one week would be necessary to, 
permit thé recovery of her injured knee. 

Miss Yohe became calmer this evening 
and insisted upon takirig a short drive 
in the Boils de Boulogne. A representa- 
tive of the Associated Press saw Miss 
Yohe tonight. She was evidently greatly 
disappointed at not having heard from 
Strong, and sa‘d: 

“Tt came here straightway upon receilv- 
ing a message in London from Mr. Strong, 
through a friend, that unless I came to 
meet him in Paris he would do away 
with himself in forty-elght hours; but I

Says He Is Confident His Men Will 
Win. , 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., August 3.—President 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers, 
made another visit to Scranton today. 
Before going he said there was no change 
in the strike situation. He did not think 
an attempt would be mafie to resume 
work at any of the collieries the coming 
week, From what he could learn, the 
Oxford mine, in the Lackawanna region, 
was being operated by new men. None 
of the old employees had returned and 
at a meeting they pledged themselves not 
to return. Mr. Mitchell said the same 
conditions prevailed throughout the entire 
region. The strikers were still confident 
they were going to win and so long as 
they felt that way there was little prob- 
ability that they would report for work. 

“It was reported today that work will 
be resumed at the Woodward colliery of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Company tomorrow, and that a number 
of old firemen would report for work. 
State Secretary Mullahy, of the Fire- 
men’s Association, did not think that any 
of the firemen would go back to work, 
but he issued an address today uretng all 
striking firémen*to kéep away from the 
mines and to stand by Mitchell until the

THREE BOYS ARE DROWNED.

Pittsburg, Pa:, August 3.—Three boy 
bathers were drowned today in the Alle- 
gheny river at the foot of Thirty-sixth 
Street. Their names are William J. Car- 
roll, aged 14; Amiel Kologernski, aged 12, 
and an unknown boy, aged about 12. 

None of the boys could swim and in 
wading about two of them got beyond 
their depth in a hole made by a dredge 
boat. The Carroll boy lost his life in at- 
tempting to save his companions.

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THOUSANDS DIE OF CHOLERA. 


Increase in the Philip- 
pines. 

Manila, August 3.—While cholera is de- 
creasing in Manila, the reports received 
from the provinces show a large number 
of cases and deaths. Last Saturday there 
were 605 cases gnd 525 deaths from 
cholera in the provinces. Since the out- 
break of the epidemic there have been 
throughout the archipelago a total of 21,- 
408 cases of cholera and 16,105 deaths. 
It is believed that many cases were not 
reported, and the total number of cases 
is estimated at 28,000. Forty-eight Amer- 
icans and elghteen Europeans have died 
in Manila since the outbreak,

WORK MAY BE DELAYED. 


As Soon as Possible the Norcross 
Building Will Be Torn Down 
and: Work. Will Be Begun 
on New $400,000 
Structure. 


It is practically settled that in the 
course of a few months the Norcross 
building, at the corner of Peachtree and 
Marietta streets, will be torn down to 
make way for a handsome modern office 
building which will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $400,000, and -which- will tower 
above any structure in the city, probably 
to the height of sixteen stories. 

Captain James. W. English, who owns 
the Norcross buikling, bought it with that 
purpose in.view. It has for. years been 
one of his-pet hoWbies te: erect the hand- 
somest building: in Atlanta, situated in 
a central and commanding part of the 
city. Now that:he owns the avallable 
land on which to construct such a build- 
ing, the actual work is only a question 
of details, which, at the longest, will take 
but a few months to get in shape. 

Only one thing stands in the way of 
work beginning at once. The corner store 
of the Norcross building is leased by 
the Hammack Drag Company. The loca- 
tion is considered one of the best in the 
city, and the lease has two years to run 
from next September. Dr. Hammack, it 
is understood, does not care ‘to dispose 
of the lease, and thus far “no agreement 
has been reached. Captain. English says 
that he has made no particular effort to 
get the lease, and does not propose to 
pay any considerable sum to secure it. 
He admits, however, that he would Hke

The first officer and the pas- 
gengers proceeded to Canso and reported 
the wreck. The New York agents gave 
instructions to forward the passengers 
by rail to New York. The crew returned

The Norcross corner, as it has been

BOERS WAS WEAK AT. BERLIN. 


Railroad Shares Were About the 
Only Strong Ones. 

Berlin, August 3.—With the exception 
of the stares of a few domestic railroads, 
the bourse was pronouncedly,weak along 
the whole line last week. Railroads were 
strong wpon good crop prospects and ru- 
mors of the forthcoming nationalization 
of the roads, but even government secur- 
ities, which have been active for the past 
few weeks, were quite Iffeless. All indus- 
trial scurities were sluggish and de- 
clines were universal. This. department 
stood under the influence of the report 
of the Schuckert Railway Company, of 
Nuremburg; it was also inferred by the 
reduction of the dividend of the Bochim 
Cast Steel Company to save 13.13 per 
cent last year and the receipts of further 
reports of coal trade which reported con- 
ditions to be unsatisfactory. Iron and 
coal shares declined during the week, 
but not to the extent of the week pre- 
vious, and last Friday and Satutday 
brought a partial recovery in prices. 
Shares of other electrical companies fell 
in sympathy with those of the Schuckert 
company, the latter losing 9% points. The 
Frankfurter Zeitung, commenting upon 
the report of the Schuckert company, says 
it shows the evil effects of the system 
which prevailed with electrical manu- 
facturing companies during the boom of 
unduly pushing the organization of trac- 
tion and lighting plans in order to make 
work for themselves and also of taking 
shares in such plants.

General Gobin Supplied His Troops 
With Ball Cartridges and Issues 
Orders for Them to Shoot 
to Kill When At- 
tacked by Strikers. 


Shenandoah, Pa., August 3.—The entire 
Eighth regiment was calied to arms 
during last night as a result of three at- 
tacks made by a band of men in ambush 
who threw stones at the troops now in 
camp on the plateau outside the town. 
These attacks are becoming so frequent 
that Brigadier General Gobin has decided 
to adopt stern measures to end them, 
Tomght a double guard, supplied with 
ball cgrtridges, surrounds the camp and 
the sentries have been instructed that iff@ 
last night’s stone throwing is repeate@”

One of the attacking party, a Lithluane- 
ian named William Stopponitz, is under 
arrest and is confined in the guard tent, 
and the provost marshal is on the trail 
of others.

RUSSIAN NOTE IS EXPLAINED. 


Routkowsky Says the Matter Has 
Been Wrongly Interpreted. 
Washington, August 3.—Mr. Routkow- 
Sky, the financial agent of the Russian 
government at Washington, has, by direc- 
tion of the home authorities, made the 
following official statement regarding the 


recent note of tbe Russjan minister of 
finance, relating to the Brussels sugar 
convention: 


“In view of the erroneous interpretation 
by many American papers of the object 
and meaning of the recent note of the 
Russian minister of finance, sent to vari- 
‘ous governments whose representatives 
‘have signed the Brussels convention on 
the suppression of bounties on Sugar, Mr. 
Routkowsky, financial agent of the Rus- 
sian government in the United "States, 
has been instructed to communicate to 
the American press that, in case of the 
negative answer of the powers to the 


above mentioned. note and the establish- 
ment of a countervailing dufy’on Russian 
Sugar, the imperial Russian government 
shall consider the establishment of such 
a duty as an infraction of its commercial 
treaties with powers so doing, and, there- 
fore, free from obligations imposed by 
them, and at Mberty* not to comply with 
their stipulations, whenever it will be to 
the advantage of Russta.”’ 

Many of the American newspapers, M. 
Routkowsky explained, have interpreted 
the note referred to as‘a move on the 
part of the Russian government. to in- 
augurate a European coalition against 
American trade. Such an understand- 
he declares, is entirely incorrect, 
and does the Rugsian government an in- 
justice. The note was sent by Russia to 
the governments participating in the 
Brussels sugar conference, and also to 
the American government merely as an 
act of courtesy, the Qnited States not 
having been a party to that conference. 
In retaHation for the countervailing uty 
against Russian bounty Sugars imposed 
by the United States, Russia now imposes 
her maximum tariff rates. The object 
of the statement issued today, M. Rout- 
kowsky says, is f6 show that Russia is 
not engaged in any effort to wage a cam- 
paign against American trade, but to 
make plain to the parties to the Brussels 
conference that the imposition of counter- 
vailing duties against Russian sugar will 
be met as it was in the case of the United 
States. The questions of the legality of 
the countervailing duty on Russian sugar 
now is pending in the United States su- 
preme court.

NON-UNIONISTS HANDLED. 


‘Driven from Street Cars They Were 


Running at Ironton. * 

Ironton, Ohio, August. 3.—The strike of 
the employees of the Camden Interstate 
Electric railway today almost completely 
tied up the lines from Guyandotte, W. 
Va., to Hanging Rock, Ohfo, afid inter- 
mediate points. In seven hours all the 
nonunion men were driven from the cars 
in this city by violence. Crowds gathered 
at street intersections hurling fruit, eggs 


. and other missiles at motormen and con- 


ductors. At noon James Sanders, a union 
man who refused to, quit, was taken from 
his car and dragged toward the Ohio 
river. On promising not to resume his 
car, he was escorted home in a round- 
about way to escape the crowds. The 
conductor on the same car, and linemen, 
were taken home in..cahs to eseape the 
mobs. Cars were held up all over the 
city until noon, when traffic was sus- 
pended. The nonunion men also. were 
afraid. to run through the crowds at

The govern- 
ment of the nation, as few other things, 
call for fair treatment and respect on 
the part of citizens; public attacks upon 
it, overt suspiciousness of its acts and 
motives, beget disloyalty and lower 
among the people civic’ virtue—the Hfe 
blood of national life and security. 

“Catholics have in the past. suffer®é 
much from calumny and distrust; and in 
their défense their appeal has been to 
fair play and to honest judgment. Of 
the equitable treaf/ment which they claim 


from their fellow-citizens and for the 
country, let them fn their turn be high 
exemplars in their own dealings with 
their fellow-citizens and with the coufi- 
try.: 

“Most cautious at all times must Cath- 
olics in America be not to stir up latent 
prejudice and smothered animosities, of 
which, as experience teaches, there is 
no stnail share here and there in the com- 
munity and which but little provocation 
is needed to fan fmto fire and flame. 
Better often. it is to endure some suffering 
than to give a pretext for opposition and 
Nothing is to be more 
dreaded in America than hatred and war- 
ring among citizens in the name of re- 
ligion, and it -behooves all classes of 
the population to do their utmost to nur- 
ture and maintain peace and harmony; 
it behooves Catholics even more than 
others to be models of prudence and good 
will in this regard. _The simplest ap- 
proach: among them to form a political 
party on the basis of religious interests 
would be fatal to those interests and fa- 
peace.

Any_one of my 
command knows that. they. were not un- 
duly severe. with the;:natives, I have 
always tried to conduct my ‘campaigns 
according to military regulations.

tary. It would be of no use. I am a 
soldier and take what is coming to me, 
It is not for me to say whether I deserve 
it or not. I have done what I thought 
was right and: am ready. to- wae down 
in quiet.”

To take at the present such 
matters in our own hands would be to 
mistrust the wisdom:and the good will 
of the sovereign pontiff and of this loyal 
Catholics should not-be capable; it woyJd 
be to treat with discourteous ingratitude 
the administration in Washington, and 
thts with true Americans, Catholics 
will not permit themselves to do. The

state arising from a change of sover- 
eignty in the Philippine islands, pointed 
to a mutual conference between the head 
of the church and a representative of the 
state as the proper and dignified way to 
a final and peacefyj,solution..

Well, some 
people are born to clamor, and privilege 
to clamor must be allowed to them, Be 
it so; but we shall Insist that they clamor 
in their name, and not in the name of the 
church in America, and for our own part 
we shall hold our souls in_ peace, leavi%g 
church interests in the Philippines to one 
who understands them at*least as well 
as we do, and who will be as wise in dis-

Officers Having Considerable Trou- 
hle in Enforcing the Decree of 
Combes, Closing Unauthor- 
ized Schools in 
France. 


Paris, August 3—The gocialst demon- 


stration in support of the government |. 


in the schools question, which.was held 
in- the Place Maubert, in the ,. Latin 
quarter, today, passed without. disorder. 

A procession of 3,000 persons formed 
in front of the Hotel de Vielle. A ma- 
jority of the paraders wore socialist em- 
blems, a little red flower, in their button 
holes. They marched Binging socialist 
songs and shouting “Down with the 
priests,"" to the Place Maubert, where 
red wreaths. and a bouquet of roses were 
laid at the foot of the statue of Etienne 
Dolet. 

An imposing force of police and mu- 
nicipal guards preserved order. They 
split the crowd into small factions and 
prevented collisions with clericals, who 
were attending a meeting of protest -in 
a hall in the neighborhood. Efforts of 
One or. two anarchists to create trouble 
after the demonstration were speedily 
suppressed. : 

Advices received here from the prov- 
inces report the occurrence of few note- 
worthy incidents in connection with the 
closing of the unauthorized schools by 
commissaries of police. There were 
Slight disorders at Bordeaux, where con- 
flicts with the clericals occurred. The 
clericals, who wished to hold the. schools, 
came into conflict with counter-demon- 
strators. The police were obliged to dis- 
perse the crowd, 

The mayor of a township near Roanne, 
Loire, rang the tocsin and incited a 
crowd armed with pitchforks and cudgels 
against the police commissary, who was 
‘unable to expel the sisters. The mayor 
was suspended for this action by the 
prefect. 

Part of the garrison at Brest is being 
held in readiness to assist the police 
commissaries close the schools in Finis- 
tere, where feeling is still running very 
high. The father of a lay school mis- 
tress at Kerlouan, in Finistere, has re- 
ceived letters threatening himself and 
his daughter with death.

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CAPTAIN OWEN TAKES 
_ MRS, SHOTTER AWAY 


Cousin of Woman Who Charges That She Has Been 
Kept in Sanitarium Against Her Will Outwits 
- Detectives and Boards Train for Savannah.

There was an interesting feature today 
in the case of Mrs. S. P. Shotter, of 
Savannah, the lady who alleges that she 
has been detained against her will for 
five years in Mr. Alien’s sanitarium at 
Milledgeville, as was explained in to- 
day’s Constitution. 

This morning very unenpectedly, Mrs. 
8. Shotter in company with her first 
cousin, Captain George W. Owens, of 
Savannah, and a son of Captain Owens, 
left .tha Brown house where Mrs. Shot- 
ter has been staying since her arrival in 
Macon Friday night, and the two. board- 
ed the Georgia train which departed at 
8 o’clock for’, Augusta. It is believed 
that their objective point was Savannah, 
but Captain Owens took the 9 o’clock 
Georgia train) for Augusta, instead of 
Central noon train for 
Savannah, in order, presumably, to elude 
those who have been representing Mrs. 
Shotter at Macon, and who have been 
keeping watch on Captain Owens to pre- 
vent him taking Mrs. Shotter away from 
this city. 

It is not known what special influence, 
persuasion or action got Mrs. Shotter to 
leave the Brown house with Captain 
Owens this morning, but those who have 
been representing Mrs. Shotter here, 
speak of having a warrant issued for 
Captain Owens,’‘charging him with kid, 
naping, or, when Mrs. Shotter is located, 
her attorney, J. R. Cooper, of Macon, 
may seek to have her released on 
habeas corpus, if she is being detained 
anywhere against her will.

Charges Against George 


Walker, of Toccoa,

Strong Petition Is Forwarded to the 
President, Urging Him to Take 
Action—Incumbent Says He 
Will Hold Job and 
Be Reappointed. 


Toccoa, Ga, August 3.—(Special.)— 
| What seems to be a determined Qght is 
being made by the citizens to have George 
L. Walker, postmaster at this place, re- 
moved from office. 

A petition asking the president to re- 
move Postmaster Walker has been cir- 
culated during the past few days and 
bas been generally signed wy the patrons 
of the Toccoa postoffice. 

The petition is backed up by about fif- 
teen affidavits from citizens of Toccoa, 
and taken together the petition and af- 
fidavits make salty reading. 

The petition alleges that Postmaster 
Walker is totally unfitted, physically and 
morally, for the position, and is not capa- 
ble of filling the office. It is also alleged 
that Postmaster Walker is drunk much 
of the time in the postoffice and on the 
public streets of the town; that he is 4 
disgrace to the administration and an 
eyesore to the public. 

The affidavits show a transcript from 
the police court docket of the city of 
Toccoa in which Postmaster Walker has 
pleaded guilty to the charge of “drunk 
and disorderly.’* Several affidavits allege 
public drunkenness, while others affirm 
that Postmaster Walker is ..opertinent 
and insulting to ladies who have business 
at the office. Several affidavits show that 
in the absence of the postoffice clerk the 
postmastér refuses and fails to deliver to 
patrons their mail. 

Petition to the President. 

The petition to the president reads as 
follows: 

“State of Georgia, U. 8. A., Habersham 
County.—To His Excellency, the Presi- 
dent of the United States, Washington, 
D. CG—We, the undersigned citizens of 
Toccoa, in the state of Georgia and Hab- 
ersham county, and patrons’ of the Toc- 
coa postoffice, mast respectfully petition 
the removal of G. L. Walker from the 
office of postmaster at said place, for the 
following and those reasons that may 
appear pertinent in the accompanying af- 
fidavits: 

‘l. The sald G. L. Walker is totally 
unfitted physically and morally for the 
position, and is incap&hble of filling said 
office. 

“2. It is generally known that the sald 
G. L. Walker is drunk much of tthe time 
in the postoffice on the public streets of 
the town, so much so as to render him 
unfit to attend to the duties of his office, 
a disgrace to the administration and an 
eyesore to the public.” 

This petition is signed by more than 
one hundred patrons of the Toccoa office, 
largely the business men of the town. 
The petition, it is said, was forwarded 
from Toccoa this afternoon, and it is 
expected that it will soon be in the hands 
of the president. 

Postmaster Walker is said to be a na- 
I tive of Ohio. He came to Toccoa about 
the time that President McKinley waé6 
elected the first time, and only a few 
months afterwards was made postmaster, 
Since Postmaster Walker has been in the 
office it has been raised to the presiden- 
tial class. When he received the appoint- 
ment in 1897 it was said to have been 
a great surprise to the republican party 
of Georgia. The Georgia machine, it was 
understood, indorsed and had another Man 
slated for the place, and Postmaster 
Walker was hardly considered in the 
race. 

Postmaster Walker said today that he 
was not at all uneasy; that he not only 
expected to fill out his present term, but 
expected to be reappointed and fill the 
office for another four years.

Question Comes Up for: Action in Macon Today. 
Consolidation Will Probably Be Ratified, but 
Many Restrictions Wi Be Imposed. 


morrow evening the mayor and council 
will meet in committee of the whole for 
the purpose of considering the ordinance 
which provides for a ratification of Ma- 
con’s three 
lines, 

The result of the meeting is awaited 
with much public interest. There is no 
doubt but what the original. ordinance 
will besconsiderably amended by the com- 
mittee in a manner that will be bene- 
ficial to the people.of Macon. . 

The original ordinance prescribes no 
time limit for the franchises. and it is 
said the owners of the consolidated roads 
do not wish the time to be less than fifty 
years, but it is probable the limit to be 
nameg by the committee of the whole will 
not exceed thirty-five years. An effort 
may be made to give the franchises for 
only twenty-five or thirty years. 

The committee may also amend the 
original ordinance so as to provide that 
the fare on the system in operation in 
the city shal] never exceed 5 cents; there 
shall be conductors on all cars; all cars 
must have vestibuled fronts in cold and 
stormy weather, and all open cars in 
summer must have curtains or other pro- 
tection for passengers against rain; there 
must’ be transfers to all lines, and no 
tracks that are now ljaig in the city shall 
be removed or G@iscontinued without the 
consent of the mayor and council. 

This last condition has been particular- 
ly suggested because of the rumor that 
the Consolidated company expects to 
discontinue the use of the “short belt,” 
or Oglethorpe street track of the former 
Macon Consolidated Street Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Electric Light Feature.

Board of Partitioners Is Busy on Im- 
portant Work. 

Tiftony Ga., August 3.—(Special.)—The 
board of partitioners, consisting of five of 
the most prominent citizens of this sec- 
tion, chosen by the attorneys in the case, 
to divide the lands of the Wliey Clements 
estate, in Worth and Berrien counties, 
have been busy. at work during the pres- 
ent week surveying and listing the land.

This estate embraces 5,700 acres of timber 
land, whose value will approximate be-

Raleigh, N. C. His brothers, 
from whom he--had-been estranged sev- 
eral years, contested the will on the 
grounds that Mr. Clements was in an- 
other room when the witnesses attested 
their signatures. 

For nearly fifteen years the case was 
fought in the superior courts before it 
came to trial. The trial attracted a great 
deal of attention at the time on account 
of several sensational features, and was 
decided in favor of the “brothers. Mr. 
Crowder’s attorneys appealed, but before 
the appeal was heard heirs of a deceased 
sister appeared and filed their claim for 
a portion of the estate and a new trial 
was ordered. Before the case came to 
trial again a settlement was agreed up- 
on by the attorneys in the case, and after 
a year or tw») of delay the apportionment 
of the lands was cidered by the cour‘s, 
and the selection of the present board of 
jartitioners resulted. 

The result of their work is awaited with 
a great deal of interest in this section, as 
it involves the possession of some of the 
most valuable farming and timber lands 
in the two counties.

TO HAVE LONGER TERMS 


Oxford, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)—Pro- 
fessor G. C. Adams, the recentiy elected 
county school commissioner, yesterday 
inaugurated a campaign for better 
schools in Newton county. The opening 
guns were fired at Rocky Plains. Among 
the speakers were Hon, Lon Lovington, 
congressman from this district, and State 
School Commissioner G. R. Glenn. 

Professor Adams has just taken charge 
of the educational affajgs of the county 
and is determined to improve the school 
system. At present most of the county 
echools continue only about three months 
and rely wholly upon the state school 
funds for payment of teachers. Professor 
Adams’ plan is to have the patrons of 
each school agree to pay a local tax 
sufficiently large to provide teachers for 
at least seven months in the year. The 


present system cannot be very satisfac- 
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tory owing to the shortness of school 
months. The pupils scarcely begin work 
before the term is finished. 

The new plan has the endorsement of 
prominent men in the county and the 
faculty of Emory college, at Oxford, are 
cooperating in establishing it. 

The meeting at Rocky Plains was very 
enthusiastic. The speeches by School 
Commissioner Glenn and Congressman 
Livingston were well received. Colenel 
Livingston has much influence in New- 
ton county and is very popular. Almost 
any measure favored by him is enthusi- 
astically recelveg and readily adopted. 

It is practically certain that the Rocky 
Plains district will assess a local tax 
providing for a school of not less than 
seven months. 

Several other districts are expected to 
favor its adoption. Present indications 
are that this will become a political issue 
in Newton county and the scheme. will

Chairman Griggs has put the repub- 
lican organs on the defensive py his 
sensational disclosures concerniftg the 
sale of American trust-made goods to 
foreign purchasers at figures far be- 
low those at which Americans can 
purchase the same articles. In their 
efforts to counteract the effect of these 
@isclosures which have startled the 
country the administration organs are 
performing all sorts of flounderings. 

One esteemed republican newspaper, 
edited and controlied by a former 
member of the cabinct, attempts to 
meet the criticisms of the high rate 
of protection given the tin-plate trust 
by citing large importations of tin 
plate which, it is alleged, are brought 
into competition with the home made 
article.

high enough. In view of these impor- 
tations, it is asserted that there should 
be no tampering with the tariff in fa- 
vor of the tin plate “infant industry.”

A Man of No Pretense. 

Major General Leonard Wood is put 
in a rather embarrassing position by 
certain newspaper gossips at Wash.

And yet we are sure that the majority 
of the convicts are better provided for 
as convicts than they were as free 
criminals.

Indian Woman Demonstrates Her 
Ability as Promoter and Boss. 
St.' Louls Globe-Democrat: Mrs. Jane 
Shirkie, of Clinton, Mo., is perhaps the 
only woman coal operator in the United 
States. Certainly she is the only woman 
holding a certificate of membership in the 
Nafional Association of Coal Operators, 
and if knowledge of the industry, in 
the operation of a mine and selling the 
product accounts for qualifications as 2 
™member of that organization, no other 
holder of a certificate is better qualified. 
Mrs. Shirkie has 150 men on her pay roll, 
and not one is employed or discharged 
without an order from her. She knows 
every foot of the entries and can tell toa 
fraction the cost of every ton of the out- 

put of her mine. 

She was 16 years of age when she mar- 
ried Stewart Shirkie, a coal miner. Thirty- 
five years ago they came from Scotland 
to this country, the husband continuing 
in the occupation of a coal digger. At 
times the wife kept a miners’ boarding 
house to help acquire enough money to 
operate a coal mine. Several times the 
enterprise ‘wag ventured on only to meet 
with failure. Each time it was back to 
the mines with a pick in his hand for the 
husband,: In the years following there 
were boys of his own to go down the 
shaft with, him, all struggling for the 
position in Hfe as a coal operator. After 
a time two sons, Hugh and Ed, tried to 
operate a mine and failed, and it was 
back to the mines with picks for them as 
it had been for their father. But two or 
three years ago they got bold of a mine 
which made money from the start and it 
is Said they have accumulated upward of 
$100,000. One of them has bought a fine 
residence in Terre Haute and will enjoy 
some of the luxuries and comforts of Mfe 
long hoped for when down in the mine, 
pick in hand.

Too Good to the Filipinos? 

New York Mail and Express (rep.): An 
evidently very well informed writer con- 
tributes to Blackwood's magazine an 
article on ‘‘The Problems of the Pacific,” 
which deals in a pessimistic manner with 
our little attempt in the Philippines.. The 
article is not signed, but it may be said 
of it that if Archibald R. Colquhoun 
did not write it he might have written it, 
for it is based largely on his concep- 
tions of matters in the Orient, or con- 
ceptions quite similar to his. 

According to this writer, who surveys 
all the east with a very comprehensive 
view, we are proceeding altogether too 
fast and too benevolently in the Philip- 
pines. He cites history and science to 
justify the conclusion that we have, in 
our fresh and inexperienced view of mate 
ters in the Orient, rated the Filipinos teo 
highly. They are Malayans, and the 
Malayans’ “absolute shallowness, indo- 
lence, inefficiency and lack of patriotic or 
national feeling are notonious.’’ In con- 
tact with the white race, moreover, the 
Malayans lose their morale, intellectual 
and physical, and frequently die out. 
They will not work, and we have shut 
ourselves out of the opportunity to de- 
velop the Philippines agriculturally and 
industrially by excluding Chinese” labor. 
The author of the Blackwood's article 
puts our whole nation in the attitude 
of ‘‘arm-chair philanthropists” trying to 
convert the Filipino into a ‘“machine- 
wrought American,’ and declares that 
either our whole system of Philippine 
administration will break down, to be 
replaced by an imitation of British crown 
colony absolutism, or else that ‘the 
Philippines will be suffered to pass into 
the keeping of some other power hungry 
for empire beyond the seas; and if the 
United States ts indifferent on the subject 
of her successor, provided that a suffi- 
cient price is forthcoming, it calls for no 
great penetration to foresee that Ger- 
many might be very willing to be that 
power.”’ 

Concerning al] this it is to be said 
that we shall at least make our experi- 
ment befere we give it up. We have 
a great deal of faith in the assimilating 
force of our system. We do not. expect 
to Americanize the brown people beyond 
the seas in any thorough sense, but we 
do have an idea that. under the influence 
of an example of confidence joined with 
precaution, and also of a much more 
inspiring and: character-building education 
than has ever before been offered to an 
Oriental people, they will become amen- 
able to our effort, and will some time 
prove: fit to be trusted with a considerable 
measure of self-government. The Malas 
may Be said never yet to have had a 
fair chance. He has certainly never had 
it under British, Dutch or Spanish rule 
We shall at least have had a good de- 
gree of satisfaction in giving him the 
chance. 

In any case, we fancy that the Eng- 
lish may safely dismiss the. notion that, 
even if the Filipino disappoint us, we 
shall sell the islands to Germany. 
Though we took them at Spain's bargain- 
counter sale, we did not take them as 
trading stock. It is conceivable that we 
may some day Conclude to put the 
islands, save for the city of Manila and 
naval and coaling stations elsewhere, on 
the basis of a sort of Monroe doctrine 
independence. But it is extremeiy un- 
likely that any proposition to sell them to 
a European power will ever be seriously 
considered. ‘

Eufaula, Ala., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Perhaps one of the most remarkable and 
unique characters in this section of the 
state fs “Uncle” Thomas Stovall, who is 
now enjoying his declining years at the 
home of his daughter, Mre.

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HOW MOTHERS IN CITIES 


SOLVE THE BOY PROBLEM 


HE percentage of middle class fami- 
lies able to leave the large cities for 
the-summer, or even for a month, is 
comparatively small, yet at no season of 
the year do mothers find themselves con- 
fronted by so serious an aspect of the 
ubiquitous boy questfon. Particularly is 
this true of those in moderate circum- 
Stances, but possessed of a keen sense 
of their children’s rights. 

Only the mother who is established tn a 
six or seven-room flat can fully appreci- 
ate what it means to have a restless, un- 
occupied lad at home all summer. If he 
plays in his own rooms the tenant on the 
floor below complains to the agent or the 
janitor. If he plays on .the stoop the 
janitor is promptly on hand to warn him 
away. If he wanders up to the enticing 
flat roof, there again Tooms the Janitor. 
And while the janitor may not follow 
him to the water’s edge when he goes 
fishing in the river, his mother’s tearful 
prophecy of death by drowning ddoés. Un- 
fortunately for boy and mother, hosplit- 
able grandmothers and aunties on farms 
seem.to be growing fewer at an alarming 
rate. And here it is that the: camping 
club offers a place of refuge to the city 
boy. 

There are clubs—and clubs,’ varying not 
in their natural advantages, for Dame 
Nature is no respector of persons, but 
rather in, the matter of equipment and 
management. Some boys there are who 
make the membership exclusive and 
limfted by the expenses attached to the 
jaunt, but in these the general run of 
boys take- small interest. It ts to the 
chap who saves every penny he can dur- 


ing the year that the camping trip means } 


most. 

Sometimes the clubs are formed by or- 
ganizations, church or otherwise, in- 
terested in work among boys. Nearly 
every large city choir sends out its club 
when the churches close for the heated 
term, or at least abbreviate their serv- 
ices. But perhaps there are no more 
representative clubs than those managed 
by the boys’ branch of the Young Men's 
Christian Association. At various times 
this summer jhe organization has had 
10,000 lads encamped at different points 


The work is in no segse that of chari- 
tv. Each boy pays his way and has a 
fecling of absolute independence. The 


object is to provide four weeks, or two, 


jing to the purse and desire of each 
‘sahaer. ‘os free, outdoor life, full to the 
and fun, under 
the careful leadership of Christian men. 
As a rule, one trustworthy man is placed 
in charge of a group of from eight to ten 
bevs, and these are called leaders or as- 
1 Self-government practi- 
cally prevails, and the rules are simple. 
The three most important are these: 
“No firearms or air rifles are allowed. 
“None of the party shall enter the water 
for swimming or bathing except in the 
presence of the leader, or one expressly 


| designated by him. Ample opvortunity 
is given to all to enter the water twice 
dally. 

“The use of tobacco is strongly discour- 
aged, and every one is expected to gb- 
stain while connected with the camp.” 

The outfit for such a trip is as sim- 
ple as the rules. No duck sutts, stiff hats 
or laundered linen gre required, but there 
must be heavy army blankets, a raincoat, 
winter underweur, a swimming suit, @ 
heavy sweater, all the typicf#l camping 
equipment dear to the boyish heart at that 
age when fashion and conventionalities 
are a bugaboo. On-ethe other hand, mem- 
bers are urged to bring good books to 
increase the camp library, their cameras 
and musical instruments that life may not °- 
ibe all idleness and play. Long tramps in 
the woods, often followed by making an _ 
impromptu camp miles from the central 
camping spot, jaunts to nearby histori- 
cal spots and field day sports, add to 
| the regular pleasures of camp life. 


In the average club ef from 150 to 200 
members the cost jis $1 a day, which 


penses, save the special trips which Ine. . 
volve carriage by wagon or train. Thirty 
dqllars will, therefore, purchase a month, , 
of health-giving recreation. The mother . 
at home may rest assured that while her 
boy will probably have an acute attack 
of homesickness after his first night of 
sleeping on the ground, rolled up in & 
blanket, he will take to camp life like 
a duck to water. The food will be plenti- 
ful and wholesome, and a physician is al- 
ways in attendance upon a club of this 
size, 

It has been found that “once a campbr, 
always a camper,’ is the rule. The sama 
boys appear on the scene year aftcr year, 
and the waiting list grows larger with 
€ach season. 

An admirable feature with well man- 
aged clubs is the spirit of manly inde- 
perdence that is inculcated by¥ the lead- 
ers. \ The boys are taught that to pay 
their way to camp Is a special honor, 
and the boy who, the first season, goes 
at his parents’ expense is apt to be self-_ 
supporting for his vacation period {We 
next year. From the day he returns to 
the city he begins to save his pennies, 
to devise means of earning a little here 
and there that he may be sure of his 
next year’s outing. Moreover, he becomes 
emulous of the boy who can manipulate 
a camern, or gJay the guitar or lead the 
singing around the campfire, and the first

Boys are all the better for an occ&a- 
sional breaking away from maternal.

The attachment ,that had grown up. be- 
tween the two during the ten years of his 
service about the animal house was too 
strong to be considered lightly. 

The most remarkable feature in connec- 
tion with the elephant’s sickness has been 
the curiosity on the part of the public to 
seé the stricken beast. It is estimated 
that more than 6,000 people visited the 
zoo at Grant park yesterday and viewed 
the mountain of flesh that lay near the 
animal house. A place probably 100 feet 
square was roped off to keep the curious 
at a respectful distance from the animal, 
and all day long crowds stood around the

All of the sessions of the commission 
are executive, and none of the members, 
or the secretary, are permitted to make 
public any of the deliberations of the 
body. It has been the custom in Fulton 
county to revise the jury lists every 
year, but the law does not require that 
they shall be gone over ofterer than every 
two years. Last year it was found that 
there ‘were a great many names in the 
jury box that had never been drawn, and 
Judge Lumpkin, presiding officer of the 
superior court, thereupon passed an order 
providing that there be no revision that 
year. It was thought that the work 
would prove only a needless expense to 
the county. 

There are usually about 5,000 names in 
the jury box for Fulton county,’ from 
whicy jurors are drawn prior to each 
se8sion of the several courts. Each court 
uses between 1,800 and 2,000 names in a 
year. It is the duty of the jury commis- 
sioners to go over the lists and eliminate 
the names of the men who have died, 
been declared insane, convicted of crime 
or who may have moved away during the 
year. In this way the lists are made to 
show exactly what tax payers in the 
county are eligible for jury duty. To as- 
sist the commissioners in their work, the 
tax receiver of the county will turn over 
to them his digest, showing the names of 
those who have made returns for taxes 
for 1902. Tax Receiver T. M. Armistead 
has been hard at work during the past 
few weeks. preparing the digest. The 
digest covering the county precincts will 
be ready this morning fo be presented 
to the commissioners.

Fige Discovered by Neighbors Too 
Late To Help Doomed Man. 
Foul Play Is Not Suspect- 
ed—Probably Caused 
by Lamp. 


. Charlotte, N. C., August 3.—W. M. Du- 
lin, @ prominent farmer of this section, 
was burned to death in his home near 
this city Saturday night. He was alone 


in the house, his wife and children being | 


at a neighbor’s. Fire in the Dulin home 
was discovered at 2 o’clock a. m. Neigh- 
bors first on the scene found that the 
house was enveloped in flames; that $9.15 
in silver and a charred roll of paper 
money were found under Dulin’s charred 
body after the fire. Neighbors do not 
suspect foul play, but think the fire was 
the result of a lamp explosion. 


HEAD WAS ALMOST SEVERED. 


John Hardy Struck by Engine at 
Charlotte, N. C. 

Cahriotte, N. C., August 8.—(Special.)— 
sohn Hardy, a well-known colored man 
of this city, met an awful death at the 
Mint street crossing of the Southern r@:- 
way last night. Hardy attempted 
to cross the track in (front of. 
an engine, and his body was cut into 
pieces and his head was almost severed. 

Elaborate preparations are being made 
by the labor element here to celebrate 
Labor day.

News reac¥ged here this morning of the 
death at Pigot mountain of a farmer 
from py ag rage stroke. The unfortunate 
man and his family had not arisen from 
theif beds. The bolt entered a window 
and instantly killed the husband and 
father, but the wife and children were 
not even shocked. 

During a thunder storm tast night 
lightning struck the house of Nathaniel 
Griffin, near Marvin, this county, and iIn- 
stantly killed his wife, severely shocking 
Mr. Griffin and his children. 

A small boy and a match caused a fire 
that damaged the Buffalo cotton mills, 
near Shelby, to the extent of $3,000 yes- 
terday. The flames destroyed the gin 
house and twenty-five bales of sotton.

HARRY NIPPLE UNDER ARREST 


Charged With Participation in a 


Lynching Bee. 

Baltimore, Md., August 3.—Harry Nip- 
ple was arrested in Frederick today upon 
information furnished by the sheriff of 
Loudoun county, Virginia, charged with 
being implicated in the lynching of 
Craven, at Leesburg, Va., on Thursday 
night. Nipple was taken before Justice 
Wood, but was remanded to jail without 
a further hearing, which, at the request 


| of the Virginia authorities, was postponed 


unti] next week. He has employed coun- 
se] to resist his removal to Virginia. 

Nipple, who is a resident of Frederick, 
had been arrested in Leesburg, Va., it 
is alleged, for being disorderly and was 
confined Vin the jail at that place at 
the time the mob lynched Craven. Nip- 
ple, it is charged, assisted the mob and 
was seen wielding one of the sledge 
hammers with which the door of Craven's 
cell was smashed in. After the lynching 
Nipple is alleged to have escaped and re- 
turned to his home in Fredérick.

in North Carolina At- 
tract Attention. 


KINGSTON LEADS IN 
AMOUNT OF SALES 


Six Warehouses Disposed of 612,- 
COO Pounds—<Arrest of Sup- 
posed Incendiaries—Other 
News in Brief. from 
State at Large. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 8.—(Special.)— 
The bigness of the opening “breaks” of 
leaf tobacco at the warehouses in the 
markets here and east of here is such as 
to attract much attention. Friday was 
opening day. Kingston led in amount of 
sales. In its six ware houses 612,000 
pounds were sold’ The high prices also 
attract attention. The Imperial company 
will have at least five stemmerles in 
this state, four prize houses, and almost 
certainly a great factory. 

Supposed To Be Incendfaries. 

Insurance Commissioner Young is much 
pleased with his sucgess at Windsor in 
causing the arrest of alleged incendiariés, 
C. E. Collins, merchant, and J. R. Stal- 
lings, his clerk. They are under bond 
to appear at court next month. Harrell, 
Collins’ nephew, has fled. It was he who, 
it was sworn by four witnesses, con- 
fessed that the store was set on fire after 
the goods had been removed, in order to 
get the insurance. . 

Other News in Brief. 

There are now 165 rura] letter carriers 
in the state. All are paid by the post- 
master here. He says that in thirty days 
the number will reach 250. Pive special 
agents are now in the state locating 
routes. Raleigh has five routes. In 
thirty days it is to have two more, which 
will cover the territory. 

‘‘Jake’’ Hicks, a veteran engineer on 
the Southern railway, fs dead. For thirty 
years he ran on the North Carolina rail- 
way between Goldsboro and Greensboro. 
When the regulation requiring engineers 
to read and write went into effect he 
would have been dropped, had not Colo- 
nel A. B. Andrews, who was for years 
superintendent of the North Carolina 
railway, and who Is now first vice presi- 
dent of the Southern, urged him to learn 
to read and write. Colonel Andrews, 
one of the kindest hearted men in the 
world, paid ‘‘Uncle Jake’’ while he was 
learning, under the tuition of his wife. 
In a few months he wrote and read 
well, and was delighted with h new 
knowledge. So was Colonel Andrews. 
When “Uncle Jake’ thus became a stu- 
dent he was 60 years of age. He was 
one of the most popular men on the road. 
He ran the first engine on the road be- 
tween Greensboro and Winston-Salem. 
He was as true as steel.

JUDGE CAMPBELL ACQUITTED. 


Charged Assault Upon Rev. C. H. 
Crawford in Vrginia. ~ 

Richmond, Va., August 5.—(Special.)— 
Amid wild excitement the jury in the 
Campbell case yesterday brought in a 
verdict acquitting Judge Campbell, of 
Amherst county, of the charge of assault 
upon Rev. C. H. Crawford. The trial was 
long and the arguments were character- 
ized by the bitterness of invective on the 
part of the counsel for defense. One 
juror stuck out for more than three 
hours for a verdict of common qssault, 
but finally, at 12 o’clock, the verdict of 
acquittal was brought in. 

The adherents of Judge Campbell went 
wild and after court adjourned held a 
mass meeting and assured him of their 
continued support. 
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ASKING MERCY FOR DYING _ 
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HIS OWN SOUL TOOK FLIGHT 


Danville, Ky., August 3.—(Special.)—In 
the little burying ground at the monas- 
tery of Gethsemane, in Nelson county, 
there is a narrow green mound headed by 
the simple cross that marks each grave 
within the inclosure. On the cross is a 
name and a date—nothing to distinguish 
it from the other graves lying beside it 
in the brooding stillness that rests over 
this quiet quarter of God's acre. Yet a 
hero sleeps there and the heart that is 
now dust beneath the sod once beat to 
the measure of martial music and knew 
not the meaning of fear, albeit it held a 
tenderness like that of woman. 

Father Biemiil was chaplain of the 
Fourth Kentucky regiment—the famous 
Orphan brigade of the civil war—and will 
be remembered by his survivors as a hero 
and a martyr. His interest in and de- 
votion to the men in his command was 
unflagging, and endeared him to Protest- 
ant and Catholic alike. No creed he knew 
where service could be rendered. None 
were sick or wounded but his gentle 
hands were ministering to them; no one 
down-hearted or distressed but he was 
near with words of cheerfulness and 
sympathy. In every engagement his tall 
figure in its priestly garb could be seen 
where the fight was hottest, lifting the 
helpless, succoring the wounded or send- 
ing a prayer to heaven above the roar of 
musketry for some spirit departing in 
the midst of battle. He was the. regi- 
ment’s idol and his faithfulness to his 
calling and the cause which he had 
espoused won the reverence and venera- 
tion of the sturdy soldiers until there was 
not one who would not gladly have la'‘d 
down his life for the warrior priest. 

It was in the storm of battle that death 
came to him, faithful to the end. The 
manner of his death is peculiar and 
touching in the extreme. It -was during 
the bloody battle of Jonesboro, Ga., Au- 
gust 31, 1864. The assaulting column had 
foung it impossible to move the federal

kept up. As he passed along he saw 
Father Blemill kneel beside the prostrate 
body of Captain Gracie, of a South Caro- 
lina regiment, and lift his hands in prayer 
for the dying officer. His experienced eye 
had probably seen that the man was 
wounded unto death, and friend or 
stranger, his tender heart went out to 
him, and he stopped to offer a sypplica- 
tion for the departing soul. At that in- 
stant a cannon ball from the enemy’s 
ranks swept by, carrying with it the head 
of. the heroic soldier-priest and his limp 
body fel] beside the one he would have 
prayed for. In the very act of asking 
mercy for a dying soul his own took 
flight. He died as he would have wished, 
his consecrated spirit seeking its Maker 
stradght from the fleld of battle and in 
the discharge of his duties as a soldier of 
the cross as well as of earth. 

They carried him to the rear and after 
the storm of shot and shell had subsided 
they tenderly wrapped a battle-scarred 
confederate flag around the worn priestly 
dress and with streaming eyes reverently 
uried him in ‘a grave a hundred yards or 
more ‘south of the little station at Jones- 
boro. Many years afterwards, when a 
branch: of the Cenfederate Memorial As- 
there, they ex- 
humed the body of the hero priest and re- 
interred it in the Pat Cleburne cemetery. 
Here it rested between Captain Gracie, 
whom he had stopped to pray for when 
killed, and a soldier named Ignatius 
Brooks until 189, when .the Benedictine 
brothers, to whose order Father Bilemill 
belonged, brought his remains to Nelson 
county. There under the little white cross 
‘in the silent burying ground in Geth- 
semane alj that is mortal of this heroic 
soul has found its last resting place.

STRIKING LINEMEN WIN FIGHT. 


DEMAND FOR $3 A DAY IS 
GRANTED IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Without a Single Disturbance or 
Overt Act of Any Kind; Pro- 
prietors Come to Terms. 


New Orleans, La., August 3.—The street 
railway company and the telephone com- 
panies acceded to the demands of the 
striking electric. linemen, agreeing to pay 
them $3 per day instead of $2.50, virtually 
settling the strike, after forty hours, 
without a single disturbance or overt act 
of any kind. The union claims this to 
be a record performarce. 


Prince Komatsu. 

Washington Star: Prince Komatsu, the 
cousin of the mikkado, who has accepted 
an invitation to visit the grounds of the 
Louisjana Purchase exposition tris sum- 
mer, arriving in August, has had a re- 
markable career. Born in 1846, when, 
younger sons of reigning families were 
sent to Buddhist monasteries as their only 
possible careér, the boy enter d the Tem- 
ple Mimi-ji in Kyoto. The Seclusion of 
a monastery failed to impress the bril- 
liant, inquiring mind of the young man, 
and he became an advocate of the aboli- 
tion og the shogunate and the restoration 
of power to the throne, which had been 
curtailed of mam: of its privileges. He 
advocated the adoption of the best feag- 
ures of western civilization, a remarka- 
ble breadth of view for a Buddhist abbot. 
He wanted to go to Europe to study at 
a time when the western nations were 
abhorred in Japan and the expression of 
such a revolutionary desire might have 
icurred odium. He lei. the priesthood at 
the age of 22 and was placed in chief 
command of forces sent against a rebel- 
lion in the north. He asked ¢o resign as 
a war minister to go to Europe. T'we, 
more did he ask before hig request was 
granted, but in 1871 he left Yokohama for 
England. He met Queen Victoria, who 
for the first time nfet a prince of the 
blood of Japan. He was abroad for a 
year, when the death of his father com- 
pelled his return. 

In that time Japan had reorganized her 
army, and this young man of 26, who had 
commanded a corps in the fleld and had 
been minister of war, begged permission 


to enter the army in the lowest rank and’ 


work his way up in the European fash- 
ion, as an example to Japanese young 
men of rank. 

He was soon major general, and the 
charge of the army was kept in his hands 
until he surfendered it voluntarily a few 
years ago. He was mdi field marsha! of 
the three divisions of the Japanese forces 
in 18%, when all the prestige of his great 
rank was needed to hold in check the 
Japanese soldiers,. inflamed with their 
victories, and it was felt that Kohatsu 
alone could restrain tnem. He resigned 
his martial position and honors to give 
his time to civil interests, such as the 
Red Cross hospita. and the agriculturists’ 
association. In 1887 he was Japan’s am- 
bassador to the queen's fubilee, taking 
the grand star of the chrysanthemum to 
the prince of Wales (now Edward VII). 

One of the truly great men of the times, 
with a character not unlike that of our 
own Washington( Komatsu is honored 
for his patriotic movements and beloved 
of all Japan for his great generosity and 
bnevolence. He is, however, a true sol- 
dier, taciturn and reserved; and although 
he speaks French’ and English as fluently 
ag a Japanese, he keeps able silend: in 
al] three. ’ 

Prince Komatsu will make his home- 
ward journey from England. over the new 
Siberian railway, for he has a soldier’s 
desire for acquaintance with the geokra- 
phy of a country of such vital interest 
to Japan.

“O'NEILL WILL NOT

Porsonally, He Says, He Would Like 
To Make Statement. 


ALL OFFICERS ARE RETICENT 


A Strong Effort Is Being Made by 
Military Men to Bring the 
Matter to an Amicable 
Adjustment Without 
a Court.

The fact that charges had been pre- 
ferred against Captain James F. O'Neill, 
of the/ Gate City Guard, was an all- 
absorbing topic of conversation in mili- 
tary fircles yesterday, and speculation 
Was rife as to the possibility of court- 
martial proceedings. 

Captain O'Neill was seen by a Consti- 
tution. reporter yesterday afternoon, but 
declined to made any statement for pub- 
lication. 

“Occupying the position I do, it is im- 
possible for me to discuss the charges or 
the case in agy of its bearings,” he 
eaid. ‘I regret the publicity the mattep 
has been given, and personally would like 
to make a statement, but at the present 
time I cannot.” 

Colonel Anderson was equally silent 
on the subject. He has the formal com- 
plaint filed by Corporal Dunwody in 
“his possession and upon him will largely 
devolve the question as to whether a 
courtmartial will be held. If, after going 
Over the charges, be deems them of suf- 
ficient gravity, a secret court of inquiry 
will be ordered to investigate them. The 
findings of this court will go to Governor 
Oandler, who will decide. if the court- 
Martial is necessary, 

Will Probably Act at Once. 

Colonel: Anderson has declined thus far 
to state what his action will be. It is 
probable, however, that he will proceed 
at once to take up the charges and in- 
stitute @ thorough investigation. 

oe % majority of the officers in the.regt- 
ment seem to regret the fact that the 
matter has gone as far as it has and ex- 
press the hope that it can be settled in 
some way without a courtmaftial. With- 
gut taking active sides one way or the 
other, they state that a courtmartial 
would have a demoralizing effect on the 
regiment as a whole just at a time when 
ft is beginning to get on its feet. Other 
‘eourtsmartial of the past, it is said, 
have done much to give the military 
of the state a black eye and the regiment 
is only now recovering from the noto- 
riety received from this source. 

It is probable that several conferences 
will be held today and an effort made to 
reach some amicable adjustment.

The text was selected 
from Isaiah xlix, 14-16: But Zion said, 
The Lord hath forsaken me, and my Lord 
hath forgotten me. Can a woman forget 
her sucking child, that she should not 
have compassion on the son of her womph? 
Yea, they may forget, yet will I not forget 
thee. Behold, I have graven thee upon 
the palms of my hands; thy walls are 
continually before me.’’ He said in part: 

“The language of the text is a wonder- 
ful saying of God. It contains an exceed- 
ing great and precious promise. It re- 
minde us of a delicious frult tree, by a 
stream in a desert, where the weary trav- 
eler is refreshed. It is a‘tree whose leaf 
never ‘withers and whose fruit never 
ceases. The hungry sul will never ap- 
proach it in disappointment. 

“Zion's building is conspicuously set 
forth here, and refers to the church of 
Jesus Christ. The apostle Peter, refering 
to this building, safd: ‘‘Ye also, as lively 
stones, are built up a spiritual house.” 
This is a very expressive and comprehen- 
sive similitude of the true church. If we 
ask who is her builder, we find but one 
answer—the Lord from heaven. Its found. 
er is He by whom God made the worlds. 
The plan of this building is older than the 
world itself, and this fact, stated in the 
Scriptures, is a puzzle to many. Long 
before the foundation of the earth were 
laid it was designed and drawn out in the 
purposes of God. Its height and depth 
and nath and breadth were all accu- 
rately measured. and the time for its 
completion predetermined.

Crabs with Sauce Tartarre—Select crabs 
that are absolutely soft. Fry them in the 
best olive oil, without breading and 
Stand on ice until thoroughly coid. For 
the sauce make mayonnaise dressing, and 
to each half pint add one tablespoonful of 
capers, chopped, one tablespoonfu], of 
Onion juice, three olives and one gerkin, 
also finely chopped, and one tablespoonful 
of parsley, pounded to a pulp. 

Chicken Pasty.—To make an ideal 
chicken’ pasty select a plump, meaty 
young fowl, clean and singe it, then 
steam until tender. When cool, separate 
the meat from the skin and the bones. 
Cut the meat into small pieces and stand 
aside until wanted. Put the bonis and 
the skin into soup kettle, cover with cold 
water and stew slowly for four houra. 
Then strain the broth that remains. 
Make good pie crust and line a deep pud- 
ding dish, fill with the chicken meat and 
add the chicken broth. Then season to 
taste. Cover the top with a layer of 
crust and bake until. a delicious crisp 
brown, then allow to become thoroughly 
cold. Serve with the Bar le Duc and 
sandwiches made with two slices of white 
bread, inclosing one of brown, all cut in 
wafer-like thinness. 

SALAD OF TOMATOE - 
TUCE.—There is a ‘“‘best ph ae 
ing even this familiar dish. Select large, 
ripe tomatoes, plunge them into boiling 
water for a moment, then :into cold, and 
remove the skins. Stand on ice until 
thoroughly chilled. Just before serving 
cut:each one into eighths, without 
separating at th» lower part; stand each 
one on a bed of crisp lettuc leaves, 
Spread the sections apart and drop a 
spoonful of mayonraise :n the heart of 
each “‘rose.’’ Serve with bread sticks 
and with cream cheese, mclided into small 
balls, and rolled lightly in chopped 
parsley. 

PINEAPPLE WITH RUM.—Sclect ripe 
fruit, peel and remove the eyes, cut the 
pineapple in half and tear apart with 
a silver fork, leaving the hard core in 
the hand. ¢Sweef®n and pour over the 
fruit Santa Cruz rum, diluted with one- 
third water, using as a flavoring a small 
claret glass full for each pineapple. Stand 
on ice until well enilled. 

EMERGENCY ICE CREAM.—To make 
a delicious ice cream that requires no 
cooking, and, withal, is not over-rich or 
extravagant,. use good quality’ con- 
densed milk. To each can allow three 
of the same measure of sweet milk, flavor 
with half a dozen bananas or a quart 
of peaches pressed through a sieve, 
Sweeten and freeze. When half frozen 
open the can and add half a pint of 
cream, whipped, replace the cover and 
freeze until solid. If peaches are used,

Revision of Freight Tariff Classes and of the 
Classification of Railroads. 


The Railroad Commission having duly 
considered the revision of its Classifica- 
tion of Railroads respecting the percent- 
ages allowed to be charged by the sev- 
eral railroads in addition to the Stand- 
ard Fréight Tariff of the Commission in 
the assessment of their rates or tariffs 
for the transportation of freight within 
this State, it is hereby 

Ordered, That effective October 15, 1902, 
all classes of said Freight Tariff Classes 
(as shown on page number 40 of the 
Twenty-ninth Report of the Railroad 
Commission) be, and the same are, here- 
by ordered and abolished: 

It is further or@ere?, That Classes Num- 
bers One (1), Two (2) and Three (3) be, 
and the same are, hereby created and 
made effective October 15, 1902. 

It is further ordered; That the rates 
applicable to said classes on and after 
October 15, 1902, shall be and the same 
are hereby made as follows: 


Class No. 1. 
The Standard Tariff, without percentage. 


Class No. 2. 


On Classes 1,. 2, 3, 4, 56, 6, A, E, G, H, L*, 
N, O, the Standard Tariff with twen- 
ty-five per cent added. 

On B, K, M, R, the Standard Tariff with 
ten per cent added. 

On Classes C, D, F, J and P, the Stan- 
dard Tariff without percentage. 

*On Lime and Ice, Class L, with ten per 
cent added. 


Class No. 3. 


On Classes 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, A, B, E, G, H, 

* K, L*, M, N, O and R: For 40 miles 
and under, the Standard Tariff with 
fifty per cent added; for 70 miles and 
over 40 miles, the Standard Tariff 
with forty per eent added; for 100 
miles, and over 70 miles, the Standard 
Tariff with thirty per cent added; over 
100 miles, the Standard Tariff with 
twentv per cent added. 

On Classes C, D, F, J and P, the Stan- 
dard Tariff without percentage.

Wren you have @ windy 
woman who is a Brahmin and a princess, 
then you have tie most aristocratic and 
exclusive personage at present on earth, 
for she is not only of royal, but sacred 
blood. In appearance her form is grace- 
ful, her features are classic, her com- 
plexion is fairer than that of many wom- 
en of the Orcident, and in general she is 
possessed of great bpeauty.: 

In contrast’to the Mohammedan: women 
of rank, the Brahmin princesses are said 
to be highly intellectual.: It is on the 
authority of the .

” OF SOUTHERN ROAD 


Belleved It Is Sure te Come in the 
Not Far Distant Future. 


SEABOARD IS INDEPENDENT 


President Williams Says His Line 
Will Not Be Caught in the 
Trust—Big Movement of —~ 


Pythians — News -in 
Railroad World. 


Among railroad men in this territory the 
Opinion is daily becoming more general 
that the merging of practically all the 
railroads in the southeast into one com- 
bination is an event of the not very dis- 
‘tant future. 

It has been stated that such a combina- 
tion was the ultimate intention of the 
Morgan interests when they financiered 
the reorganization of the Richmond Ter- 
minal Company and organized the South- 
ern railway. That they have been work- 
ing toward this end ever since the for- 
mation of the Southern is evident to any 
one who has watched the progress of 
railroad affairs. 

Practically every road of importance in 
the southeast with the exception of the 
Seaboard Air Line ang the Frisco is now 
controlled etther directly or indirectly by 
the Morgan interests. It is said that the 
final merging of these properties will 
come as soon as the legality of the 
Northern Securities Company is estab- 
lished. 

The probable course of the Seaboard, 
if such a merger is made, has been much 
discussed. Some have contended that the 
road would remain independent, while 
others have held that Morgan can buy it 
whenever he wishes to. In this connection 
the following dispatch from Baltimore in 
reference to statements made by Presf- 
dent John Skelton Willams, of the Sea- 
board, will be of interest: 

Baltimore, August 3.—John Skelton 
Williams, president of the Seaboard Air 
Line, made a fiying visit to Baltimore 
vesterday morning, returning in the 
afternoon to New York. Whiie 
here he spent most of his time 
in conference with Vice President 
J. M. Middendorf. Being asked by a 
reporter what part the Seaboard is tak- 
ing in the pending railroad combinations 
reported in the south, Mr. Williams said: 
“The Seaboard is now and will continue 
absolutely independent. We have never 
entertaineq a proposition, to enter any 
combination, although we have been ap- 
proached for some of the various schemes 
of this sort. Our attention is,entirely ab- 
gorbed in developing the opportunities of 
the Seaboard system.” 

President Williams said he had just 
awarded contracts for 20,000 tons of steel 
rails, which is in addition to the 10,000 
tons now being delivered. He also said 
that bids are being asked for about $10,- 
000,000 of equipments for the line to 
Birmingham. Engines, coal cars, box cars 
and other rolling stocks are included in 
this lot.

Washington Star: “I notice that the 
newspapers have recently spoken of the 
carrying of $7,000,000 of bullion to a for- 
eign country by one of the ocean liners 
as the greatest amount ever transport- 
ed,’’ said a man who has been with the 
navy for years to a Star reporter.

In 1885 there was 
breught from the mint in New Orleans 
to the treasury in Washington $11,000,000, 
and it was brought in a steamer.

It play- 
ed with and defeated Frederick the Great, 
as it was later to defeat Napoleon I. To 
test the intelligence“of the automaton, 
Napoleon made a false move, when the 
mechanical figure, as if in a rage. at once 
swept the men from the board. .uiuis great 
soldier, instead of being trritated by this 
treatment, merely laughed, saying “C'est 
juste!’’ 
maton was purchased by Eugene Beauhar- 
nais, the son of the Empress Josephine by 
her first marriage, for 30,000 francs. The 
prince soon tired of his toy, however, and, 
after a few years of inglorious retirement, 
it was purchased by Matizel, a maker of 
philosophical instruments in Paris. 

In 1825 Matizel, beimg embarrassed by 
heavy debts. set sail from Havre for 
America, carrying the famous automaton

The automaton consequently remained a 
profitable property to its owner as ever, 
and Mafizel continued to travel with it in 
the United States.

Aquarium System That Avoids Dis- 


turbing the Inmates of the Tanks. 

New York Sun: In cleaning the tanks 
at the aquarium they go about the 
work always in just the same order. in 
most cases the fishes come to be familiar 


‘with the process and govern themselves 


accordingly. 

The water in the tank Is lowered to 
about half its usual depth and the ends 
and the back and the glass of the tank 
are cleaned and scrubbed. The cleaning 
might easily be made very confusing, 
disturbing and dangerous to the fishes, 
for fishes are very easily frightened and 
likely then to do themselves injury, if 
not to kill themselves; but any such 
occurrence is avoided by going at the 
work on a system to which the fishes 
speedily accommodate themselves. 

The cleaner always begins work on 
one end of a tank and always at the 
The fishes appear to know 
perfectly what is going on, for when the 
cleaner begins there they always go to 
the’ other end of the tank and stay there 
quietly ‘until the first end is cleaned, 
when they shift over to that end, stay- 
ing there while the cleaner is at work 
elsewhere in the tank. 

Next the man at the work tackles the 
back of the tank, the fishes then loating 
around the front by the glass, and when 
the man gets throumg the back and 
tackles the Inside of the glass front of 
the tank the fishes take possession of the 
back of the tank. The cleaner takes 
pains always, of course, to keep the 
long-handled brush with which he works 
close to the end or side upon which he 
is engaged: he doesn’t slash around with 
it over into the part of the tank where 
the fishes have temporarily congregated, 
but is careful’ to let them realize that 
where they are, they're all right and 
that nothing is going to interfere with 
them. ° 

In many of the tanks so well, appar- 
ently, do they understand it, the fishes 
are scarcely disturbed by this systematic 
cleaning work at all; whereas with the
